OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  3 1ST  DECEMBER,  1964 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman f  Mrs*  Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

As  soon  as  is  possible  after  the  end  of  each  year  an  annual 
report  on  the  state  of  health  of  the  district  must  be  prepared  from 
information  obtained  from  records  within  the  Public  Health  Department, 
from  the  Registrar  General  and  from  other  sources;  in  addition  comment 
is  offered  on  other  relevant  matters. 

The  year  under  review  is  the  third  in  succession  in  which  is 
recorded  the  presence  of  a  large  gypsy  encampment  in  the  district  who 
in  the  past  had  lived  on  the  road  verge  in  an  adjoining  area.  However, 
the  period  of  temporary  planning  approval  for  their  camp  ceased  in  the 
early  Autumn  and  the  dozen  families  remaining  on  the  site  were  evicted. 

In  retrospect,  apart  from  the  Rural  District  Councils*  action  in 
establishing  a  separate  site  for  12  families  with  all  amenities  at 
Cuxton,  the  sojourn  of  the  itinerants  was  a  period  of  wasted  opportunity, 

A  more  settled  way  of  life  for  the  families  and  continuity  of 
education  for  their  children  are  the  aims  of  all  enlightened  authorities. 
The  problem  of  achieving  this  was  discussed  on  a  number  of  occasions 
by  deputations  from  the  Rural  District  Council  both  at  Ministry  and 
County  Council  level  and  a  petition  was  presented  at  10,  Downing  Street. 

In  addition  Television  and  Radio  provided  a  regional  audience 
with  the  views  of  those  involved  in  the  matter.  All  these  attempts 
to  enlist  outside  help  in  solving  the  problem  proved  futile,  ending 
with  the  closing  of  the  site  at  Cobham,  and  the  itinerants  on  the 
road  verge  once  more. 

This  outcome  could  have  been  avoided  if  other  local  authorities 
had  followed  the  lead  of  the  Rural  District  Council  with  a  greater 
sense  of  urgency,  and  found  suitable  sites® 

Experience  showed  that  community  toilet  facilities  for  itinerant 
population  up  to  200  individuals  was  rapidly  reduced  to  a  shambles  and 
the  Rural  District  Council  did  not  possess  the  Staff  to  cope  with  the 
social  and  physical  problems  which  were  encountered * 
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The  presentation  of  the  statistical  detail  within  the  body  of 
the  report  is  the  result  of  meticulous  work  by  the  sols  member  of 
the  clerical  staff  and  the  following  comment  is  offered  to  focus 
attention  on  some  of  the  more  important  of  the  recorded  facts.

For  England  and  Wales  the  figure  was 
20  per  15000  total  live  births  -  once 
again  the  local  rate  has  been  below  the 
National  average. 

Included  in  the  total  of  infant  deaths 
were  9  who  died  within  the  first  month 
of  life  as  was  the  total  for  the  previous 
year. 


This  total  was  4«2 °/o  of  the  total  births 
but  was  well  below  the  National  average 
for  England  and  Wales  of  7*2 
Two  illegitimate  infants  died  within 
the  first  year  of  life.

4  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified. 

This  total  was  the  smallest  number  notified 
in  the  district  during  any  one  year. 

However,  the  total  number  of  people  remaining 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  164  being  an  increase  of  7  over 
the  previous  year!s  total. 

Clearance  of  unfit  properties  in  the  area  of 
the  District  Council  has  now  largely  been 
completed. 

Two  years  ago  it  was  estimated  that  there  were 
104  houses  then  standing  which  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  At  the  end  of  1964  there 
were  9  properties  still  awaiting  inspection 
and  report  to  the  Committee,  However,  22  of 
the  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act 
1957  were  still  occupied  and  awaiting  rehousing 
by  the  Council* 

Partially  included  in  these  figures  is  the 
Cliffe  Woods  district  where  there  are  some 
20  unfit  properties  of  non  traditional 
construction  (9  already  recorded  for  action 
at  appropriate  date)  and  which  is  the  subject 
of  a  comprehensive  report  to  the  Council  for 
eventual  redevelopment  as  a  new  housing  estate. 

The  total  number  of  houses  with  W.C.'s  in 
the  area  was  10,303  out  of  a  total  of  10,495* 
The  balance  is  accounted  for  by  177  houses 
with  pail  closets  and  10  with  privies. 

Apart  from  15  houses  on  private  supplies, 
wells,  and  springs  all  other  houses  are 
connected  to  the  public  water  mains  although 
60  houses  had  to  use  standpipes. 
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Certain  information  given  in  this  report  is  prepared  from 
detail  supplied  by  officers  in  other  departments  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  as  well  as  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  I 
am  grateful  for  the  continuing  co-operation  which  they  so 
readily  afford* 

On  behalf  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  I  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the 
work  of  their  officers.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse 

During  1964  the  Rural  District  Council  changed  over  to  the 
paper  sack  method  of  refuse  collection  so  that  refuse  is  now  collected 
weekly  from  the  rear  of  the  premises  instead  of  the  old  method  of 
roadside  collection * 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a 
disused  chalk  pit  situated  within  the  boundary  of  the  City  of 
Rochester,  and  the  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation 
and  during  the  summer  period  insecticides  are  applied  to  prevent 
the  breeding  of  flies  and  other  insects. 

Cesspool  and  pail  closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer 
is  provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request 9  free  of  charge  up  to 
a  maximum  of  four  times  per  year.  In  the  case  of  shared  cesspools
